! SALES LEAD IN SEVEN 
FAR WESTERN CITIES 


ASHINGTON, Jan. 29. — With 

reports from six Colifornia, one 
| Oregon and two Colorado cities re- 
| leased today as the result of the 
| 1930 census of retail distribution, it 
| was shown that in seven cases the

The cities reported today were 
Santa Barbara, Beverly Hills, Al- 
hambra, Modesto, Santa Rosa and 
Oakland, Cal.; Denver and Fort Col- 
lins, Col., and Medford, Ore.

ISITORS to Chicago this automotive week cannot fail to 

be impressed by the magnificent way in which this lake- 

shore city is going about the business of creating for itself a 
street and road system adequate to its growing needs. The 
development of express highways along the waterfront is a| 
remarkable achievement, even though it is still far short of | 
what it will eventually be. 
What most visitors will not see is the gradually growing 
system of radial roads centering in Chicago which are under | 
construction in all directions. By the end of 1931 five super- | 
highways will have been completed from the Fox River into’ 
Chicago. One of these will be Roosevelt Road, a 40-foot | 
right-of-way to Geneva, which will fulfill all the demands | 
of a modern motor highway. 

In addition to new building, the Illinois authorities iaieal 
shown excellent vision in widening their arteries to accom-| 
modate traffic with reasonable safety. One of the cardinal | 
faults with American roads is lack of width. The builders} 
could not look ahead to realize the demands that were to be 
made on our roads. For this reason we’find many highways | 
built ten years or more ago, with pavement intact, meeting | 
all the needs of traffic except that they have not the width} 
efficiently to carry the number of vehicles that use them. | 

In its future highway system Chicago is going to take 
care of this phase of road efficiency. It is widening streets | 
on the principal arteries to carry the volume of traffic that! 
will be created by the superhighways outside. . At the present | 
time one can get an object Jesson in what narrow roads do to 
traffic. Along Chicago’s main arteries there are places 
where widening has not yet been carried out. Every one of | 
these narrow stretches acts as a bottleneck, delaying traffic 
for miles on each side. 

We repeat, however, that Chicago is tackling its 
complex highway problem with vision and far-sighted- 
ness, which will make it a leader in this phase of civic 
development in the years to come.

BRITISH AUTOMOBILE 
PRODUCTION OFF IN 1930 


London, Jan. 29 (UTPS).—The 
manufacturers’ section of the Soci- 
;ety of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders reports that the production 
of the British motor industry dur- 
jing 1930 did not quite reach the 
| level of 1929, but the decrease in 
| output is likely to prove quite small, 
| the total being at present estimated 
}at 235,000 vehicles, as compared 
| with 237,000 in 1929. 

The virtual collapse of the Aus- 
tralian market, which in the past 
has taken nearly 50 per cent. of the 
total British export, has itself been 
| responsible for a reduction of no 
| less than 6,416 vehicles, as compared 
| with the first eleven months of 1929. 
| In other markets, however, exports 
| have been maintained and in some 
| cases increased, so that the general 
|export position can be said to rest 
on a more stable foundation now.
